SASKATOON, Aug. 253 With the 
harvest in full swing and perhaps ten 
per cent. of the erop cut and with 
weather conditions that could not be 
improved upon for the ripening ahd 
filling of the grain Central and North- 
Saskatchewan give promise of 
reaping the biggest harvest in the 
history of the province according to

the telegraph reports received tonight 


from about strategic points. 

About 75 per cenit. of those report- 
ing state that the crop both in yield 
and quality will be beyond anything 
known before, dnd in the other dis- 
tricts with a couple of exceptions the 
harvest. will be ahead of last year 
and equal to or above the average.

The two Kussians whe were arrested 
ou the charge of selling the whisky 
were brought before the magistrate 
today. They pled not guilty, and their | 
case was continued till after the tn- 
quest, 

It is now believed by the police that 
the whisky has been manufactured in 
large quantities, and that there are 
others engaged in the illegal business 
besides the two men under arrest,

RELEASED FROM ASYLUM 


Dv. Charles Noble, of Philadelphia, 
Allowed Freedom Prom Verdun In- 
sane Asylum on Technicality-—— 
Judge Refuses Time to Haye Error 
Corrected, 


Montreal, Aug 22—Dr Charles 
ij Nobie, the eminent Philadelphia »hy- 
sician who has been confined since 
June 24 jn the Verdun insane asylum, 
was granted his release this afternoon 
by Mr. Justice Demers on a writ of 
habeas corpus The judge did not 
dwell at all on the supposed mental 
condition of the plaintiff but gave his 
judgment in favor of the release ot 
the petitioner on account of a techni- 
eal error in the commitment papers 
on which Dr. Noble had been *on- 
fined, 
Confinement Was Llegal. 

Counsel for the asylum authoritics 
nad asked far time to have the error 
eorrected, but the judge refusd delay.
